Chicago, Aug. 13.—The prosecu 
tion placed its first two 
mental 
pathologists on the witness stand 
at the Franks hearing this morning 
and both testified that Richard Loeb 
and Nathan F. Leopold Jr. were sane 
when they kidnaped and killed Rob­ 
ert Franks. 
Dr. Hugh Patrick and Dr. Archi­ 
bald Church of 
Chicago 
testified 
that their examination of the de­ 
fendants led them to believe neither 
youth was suffering from a “mental 
illness” set by the defense as its 
pfta for imprisonment rather than 
death for the kidnaper-slayers. 
They also testified in reply 
to 
long hypothetical questions, includ­ 
ing all the points brought out in 
behalf of the defendants, that 
a 
man of such personality and char- 
jBcter would be sane. 
Reaffirms Concluaions 
Dr. Patrick reaffirmed his con­ 
clusions that Loeb was sane, in re­ 
ply to the hypothetical 
question 
asked by John Sbarbaro, 
assistant 
states attorney. 
“Aside ttom the commission of 
the crime I see no evidence of men- 
•tal disease." replied Dr. Patrick. 
’ Three 
other 
long 
hypothetical 
questions, 
involving 
the 
various 
idiosyncrasies 
of Loeb’s personality 
and some unusual physical charac­ 
teristics, brought the same response. 
“I found nothing in my examina­ 
tion, nor in printed reports, to lead 
me to a diagnosis of mental 
dis­ 
ease,” said tho doctor. 
Another hypothetical question as 
to a man of Loeb’s intellectual qual­ 
ities and another as to a man of 
Loeb’s impulsiveness, brought 
the 
. same reply that they were attributes 
of normal people. 
Perfectly Normal 
“They are perfectly normal reac­ 
tions,” said Patrick, “everyone 
at 
times, is more or less depressed. 
I 
apprehend that there is no one who 
does not have phantasies regarding 
the thing he is interested in. 
Air 
castles in .Spain is the more cdm- 
mon term. 
It is a highly normal 
procedure. 
Some persons indulge in 
it more than others. 
This thing of 
having phantasies for 30 minutes 
before going to sleep is not a path­ 
ological condition at all.” 
Dr. Patrick, with 
a 
humorous 
sparkle 
in 
his 
eyes, 
remarked: 
“Night before last I had a phantasy 
i^f appearing on the witness stand 
a<id of the questions that might be 
asked me.” 
Courae of Phantasies 
, "Phantasies naturally 
take 
the 
line of the mental attitude of the 
individual,” Dr. Patrick testified. 
“If a man has artistic ability his 
mind 
naturally 
follows 
subjects 
along that line. 
If scientific he 
^ may have phantasies regarding 
a 
scientific discovery.” 
Loeb and Leopold sat wiRi stolid, 
unchanging faces as they heard the 
witness proclaim them sane. 
Leo­ 
pold rested his elbows on a chair 
arm and cushioned hiS/ chin with 
his hand. 
Loeb, hand in his lap, 
stared at the witness. Occasionally, 
as has been their habit during the 
19 days of the hearing, the youths 
held whispered conversations. 
Leopold’s statement of a feeling 
of inferiority was perfectly .natural. 
Dr. Patrick said, and 
cannot be 
termed an inferiority complex be­ 
cause Leopold actually was inferior 
in athletics.

Sorely distressed at robiiffs.-aiifferod in* tlu ir efforts to preserve 
this cabiif. occupied by 'Pheodore Roosevelt on his Badlands ranch, 
the committee in charge plans to enclose it with a hog wire and barbed 
wire fence. 
It is with regret that the chapter takes this step. 
It had hoped to 
enclose the cabin with an expensive, artistic fence, to give it a proper 
setting for the tourists visiting the cabin—and yet hopes to do this— 
but for the present has been forced to order placed there a six-foot 
barbed wire fence to prevent m utilation and destruction of the cabin.

Repaired Building 
Before the cabin was moved from 
its location in front of the eapitol 
to a jilace liehind the,Liberty 
Me­ 
morial 
Building, to fit in 
with a 
state capítol park plan us drawn a 
few years ago by landscape 
archi­ 
tects, the local charter of the D. A. 
Jt. spqnt $285 in lifting the roof, ic- 
building''it,' repairing logs, rebuilding 
doors, and r’epartitioniiig it to accord 
with its original setting. 
All this 
money has virtually been wasted, be­ 
cause vandals have rendered useless 
much of the expense. 
The money, 
too, was raised by dint of hard work 
and saerifice by the members of the 
chapter. 
They didn’t want to seek 
public subscriptions, but raised the 
money themselves. 
The result has 
been discouraging to them. The ca­ 
bin had been falling into u sad state 
when the 
committee 
undertook its 
preservation. 
The plan of the chapter called for 
¡ the expenditure of $7UU to build a 
beautiful fence around the cabin. By 
giving a daiYl-e, By'glvNn¿'Money «ut 
of their own pockets- and- by small 
donations from one or two 
other 
chapters, including the state D, A. 
R., the women raised $385 
toward 
this. Now, wRh vandals doing dam­ 
age to the cabin, the chapter is forc­ 
ed for the present to abandon this 
idea and instead put a hog wire and 
barbed wire fence around it. There 
will be a gate, but it will be pad­ 
locked and the key left with some 
responsible party in Oie eapitol, so 
that tourists may obtain it to get a 
closer view of the cabin.

Zupke and the girl occupied ad­ 
joining cells in the county jail to­ 
day. 
Zupke, the sheriff 
said, 
broke 
down last night and. confessed that 
he choked Miss Raber, his former 
sweetheart when she refused to re­ 
lease him from a promise to marry 
her. 
He told the sheriff he lured 
her into Benton Harbor on a prom­ 
ise to marry her but instead drove 
her into the country and choked her 
to death. 
About an hour after he had con­ 
fessed, the sheriff stated, Miss Mc­ 
Kinney came into his office and 
voluntarily admitted that she' was 
with Zupke when the crime was com­ 
mitted. 
She said that Zupke came 
to her house with Miss Raber in 
his car last Wednesday evening and 
that the three of them drove to the 
desolate spot where the slain wo­ 
man’s bodjr was found last Sunday. 
The murdered woman was soon 
to 
have become a mother. 
She blamed 
Zupke for her confession. 
The combined confessions reveal 
he promised to marry her the Wed­ 
nesday evening she was killed. When 
Zupke told her he would not marry 
her, the confession states, he said: 
“Well, then do something to get 
me out of this.” ' 
He started to choke her then, ac­ 
cording to his confession, and con­ 
tinued for about a mile as the car 
moved along.

Railroad Commission Orders 
Into Effect Less Drastic 
Rate Reductions 


ON INTRASTATE GRAIN 


A decision modifying its previous 
order in the state intrastate grain 
and grain products case was handed 
down today by the state 
board of 
railroad commissioners, ordering in­ 
to effect on September 15 decreases 
in rates but not as sharp as made 
in the first order. 
The decreases made in the wheat 
and flour rate 
averages 
about 15 
percent, according 
to E. M. 
Hen­ 
dricks, traffjc 
expert, while 
other 
grain and 
grain 
products 
follow 
closely in proportion. 
The Midland 
Continental Railroad and Ahe North­ 
western line, which 
operates 
but 
two stations in the state, are ex­ 
cepted from the effect of the order. 
The railroad commission’s juris­ 
diction applies only to products ori­ 
ginating and terminating within the 
state, this volume, aci;prding to the 
commission 
order, 
constituting 
a 
amall portion of the grain business. 
The intrastate grain business has 
been placed at five to 10 percent of 
the total. 
Benefit to the North Dakota state 
mill and other flour mills selling 
within the state is seen in the order. 
The commission’s first order wqs 
issued February 13, 1924, and 
con­ 
tained sharp reductions. 
The rail­ 
road attorneys asked reargument of 
the case, which was granted. On the 
reconsideration, the commission finds 
its first order was too drastic. 
Special joint line rates which had 
been provided in the first order were 
stricken out, to leave the basis of 
figuring hauls over 
two 
railroads 
the same as at present—the rate be­ 
ing 85 percent of the combined local 
Vates on each of the two lines. The 
original order also was modified to 
allow the Farmers Grain and Ship­ 
ping Company line to be considered 
separate from the Great Northern 
for rate-making purposes, and pre­ 
sent commodity descriptions are per­ 
mitted to continue. 
The basic rate on wheat, for a 100 
mile haul, ia ordered decreased from 
16 1-2 to. 13 cents; 160 mile haul, 19 
to 16 1-2 cents and 200 mile haul 22 
1-2 cents to 18 cents, on the princi­ 
pal railroad lines.' In the case of 
tke Milwaukee line the rate ordered 
into effect is the same as on other 
lines, but the decrease is greater, 
since the Milwaukee rate on the pro­ 
ducts h as. been higher than 
other

met a number of tourists who, while 
at Bismarck, took the trouble to visit 
the Roosevelt cabin in the capital 
grounds. They were grierously dls- 
iipliointcd and rather disgusted at 
the condition of the cabin.

reported the windows broken, 
the 


dour panels smashed in and general 
dilapidation existing as though no 
one was taking care of the cabin, 
and. lic'ing admirers of the greatest 
modern American, they came away 
feeling that North Dakota, or some- 
body, was shamefully treating 
his 


mi'iiicry. 


1 knew Theodore Roosevelt in the 


day: of his ranch life and then be- 
came n great admirer of him, and 
when it became my fortune to re- 
move the cabin from its location on 
th<! old Maltese Cross ranch south 
of Medora in 1904 and 
reconstruct 


it in the North Dakota exhibit at 
the St. Louis exposition it was a

president and Mrs. Roosevelt In it 
that year. Miss Roosevelt, now Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, having

Miss Roosevelt drove nails in- 


to a log at the right hand side of 
the door making the initials, A. R.

Miss Roosevelt also 
bolted a silver plate to the door, the 
plate having engraved upon it the

While at Medora the other day I 
met a number of tourists who, while 
at Bismarck, took the trouble to visit 
the Roosevelt cabin in the capítol 
grounds. 
They were grievously • dis­ 
appointed and rather disgusted at 
the condition of the cabin. 
They 
reported the windows broken, 
the 
door panels smashed in and general 
delapidation existing as though no 
one was taking care of the cabin, 
and, being adm irers of the greatest 
modern American, they came away 
feeling that North Dakota, or some­ 
body, was shamefully treating 
his 
meincry. 
1 knew Theodore Roosevelt in the 
days of his ranch life and then bc- 
e.amc a great adm irer of him, and 
when it became my fortune to re­ 
move the cabin from its location on 
the old Maltese Cross ranch south 
of Medora in 1904 and reconstruct 
it in the North Dakota exhibit at 
the .St. Louis exposition it was a 
great pleasure 
to 
entertain 
the 
president and Mrs. Roosevelt in it 
that year, Miss Roosevelt, now Mrs. 
Nicholas Longworth, having 
been 
our guest, not to 
mention 
many 
other notables from this and for­ 
eign countries, earlier in the sea­ 
son. 
Miss Roosevelt drove nails in­ 
to a log at the right hand side of 
the door making the initials, A. R. 
us Teddy had left his mark in tho 
sh.-ipe of a Maltese cross in tha end 
of a log at the right hand corner 
from the door. 
Miss Roosevelt also 
bolted a silver plate to the door, the 
plate having engraved upon it the 
legend: “This plate was placed upon 
the door of the Roosevelt cabin by 
Miss Alice Roosevelt May 24, 1904,” 
but while the bolt holes were still 
disrernable when I last saw 
the 
caliin, the plate had long since gone 
the way of the shells forming the 
Maltese cross and the nails consti­ 
tuting the initials of Miss Roose­ 
velt.

When in Bismarck a short time 
ago I was rather disconcerted to 
note th at the cabin had been re­ 
moved from its old prominent place 
and relegated, like an old shoe, to a 
distant part of the capítol grounds, 
where few will ever see it, let alone 
visit it, and if the stories are true 
about the filth on the floor of the 
cabin, I am sopry it was not re­ 
erected over behind the hill where 
none would see the reported neg­ 
lect.

stories 
brought out by tourists are untrue, 
Or at least exaggerated, but in any 
event we who knew and loved Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt in those early days 
feel that an affront has been given 
his old house and the memory of his 
name by the removal of the cabin 
from its prominent location to one 
that is not worthy of the great man 
who called it home for three years. 
Whoever h.-is charge of the building 
ought to take at least decent care of 
it, or, if that is not within their 
purview, allow us who are inter­ 
ested in the erection of a national 
park in the Had Land as a memorial 
to the Great American to bring the 
cabin back to the scene of his early 
activities, where it really ought to 
be, and where it will be visited by 
thousands of reverent adm irers of

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WHY THREE PER CENT? 
Several taxpayers in Bismarck have raised the question 
and very pertinently too in connection with the $7,950 
gratuity paid City Engineer Atkinson why he was not paid 
five per cent, the amount called for in his contract for engi­ 
neering and supervision. 
It is contended that if Mr. Atkinson were entitled to any­ 
thing he was entitled to what his contract called for or five 
per cent of $265,000. 
Why was less accepted? 
W’as Mr. Atkin.son paid this gratuity under the terms of 
his contract and if so why was he not given five instead of 
three per cent? 
Under what contract or arrangement was Mr. Atkin.son 
to receive $2,000 for plans and specifications of the new 
water works system when accepted and $2,000 more when 
said plans were used in addition to five per cent? 
Was this under the contract or by special arrangement? 
These questions have been raised in connection with the 
controversy and are asked without seeking to infer graft on 
the part of any member of the city commi.ssion. 
The Tribune will be willing to print amswers to these 
questions from Mr. Atkinson, B. E. Jones or any member of 
the city commission. 


THE FARMER HAS HELPED HIMSELF 
The farmer has received more gratuitous advice in the 
last few years than any other business man. 
It probably 
ha.«n’t hurt; it may have helped him, for every busine.ss 
man finds suj^gestions in moat unusual places which often 
are of assistance. The farmer has been told by many that 
he must work his way out of the post-war difficulties. 
Has the farmer helped himself? 
He has, in North 
Dakota.’ 
_ A brief sketch of the trend of farming in this state 
sinc" the after - the - war price depression of 1920 brought 
despair to many agricultural communities, is sufficient to 
indicate an effort of which the farmers may well be proud. 
r .And the state as a whole may well point with pride to the 
efforts of its farmers. 
The grain crops failed as a money - producer for the 
farmer. A r'^adjustment of his business was necessary, and 
he has made a tremendous readjustment in North Dakota. 
A few random statistics indicate something of the great 
fight he has made. 
¡ 
From 1919 to 1924 the farmers dqcreased wheat and 
other bread grain acreage in North Dakota from 11,135,000, 
to 8.402,000. 
During the same period the farmers increased corn, bar­ 
ley, oats, tame hay acreage from 4,810,000 to 6,602,000 
acrc';-. 
• The production of butter increased so that more than! 
1,000 carloads originated in North Dakota in 1923 as com- 
par.ed to 732 carloads in 1921. 
"Eight counties west of the Missouri River increased 
cream sales in the first six months of 1924, $250,000 over 
the corresponding period the year previous. 
Poultry, livestock, other diversified production, has in­ 
creased. 
-. The farmers accomplished much of this great change on 
I’mitcd capital. There is ample evidence in many individual 
rases that the readjustment has profited the farmers. The 
decrease in wheat production is declared by authorities to 
have a direct bearing on the increase in prices. 
There is in the situation added argument for those eco­ 
nomists who have asserted that agriculture would come back 
th ough the natural course of business. A shortage in corn 
production sent up the price of corn, and hogs followed. 
During the p^st two weeks the Chicago packers have been 
flooded with hogs, as corn prices outran the hog prices. 
Packers have been sorely pressed to absorb the young stock 
offered in the face of depressed condition in the meat pack­ 
ing industry. Nevertheless, it is pointed out, the unloading 
of great numbers of pigs this summer means lessened hog 
marketing in the fall and winter, with probable high prices 
for hogs. 
Probable settlement of European difUculties 
mc.iiis greater purchase abroad of dressed meats and other 
Uni'od States agricultural produce. 
Even though fair prices have made a tremendous step 
to'vard a completely normal basis, there are some economists 
who declare, with Henry Ford, that there are too many 
farmers 
Development of labor-saving devices has increased 
agricultural production beyond the dreams of some years 
; past. 'There need be no fear of food shortage because fami- 
‘ ors are moving tq the city, in the belief of these men. 
Should there be a shortage of food which would send prices 
soaring, immediately there would be a rush back to the 
Land. 
With all of the great steps made by farmers in North 
,J)ak('ta, there is, of course, possibility of further advance­ 
ment in farming, as well as in other businesses. Agricul­ 
tural College statistics, based on answers to more than 
1,043 questionnaires, show one farm in 20 without a garden, 
one in 11 without dairy cows, one in eight without poultry, 
nne In four with no beef cattle, one in four with no hogs. 
Manifestly any business oüght to live within itself as much 
as possible, and the farm that does not produce all the food 
.stuffs possible for consumption by the family of the opera­ 
tor i.s not making the most of its possibilities. 
- The generally good crop in North Dakota this year, with 
Í W .ter ratio of prices, ought to be of great assistance in 
enabling North Dakota farmers, who have already demon­ 
strated remarkable capacity and sagacity in adjusting their 
Migihess to meet conditions, to further improve their po­ 
sitions.
